tacks. Yesterday they several times 
drove against our lines on the Ludova 
and in the Trotus valley. They were 
sanguinarily fepulsed. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen: Our advance against and across 
the Bucharest-Ploechti line proceeded 
so rapidly that the Rumanians located 
in the frontier mountains, in the Pre- 
deal and Altschanz passes, had no 
chance to retreat in time. On their 
retirement they encountered German 
and Austro-Hungarian troops, and be- 
inz pressed from the north, a majori- 
ty of them already has been made pris- 
oner.

London, December 8.—According 
to The Chronicle, King George yes- 
terday wrote to former Premier As- 
quith offering him an earldom and 
the Order of the Garter. It was 
understood that Mr. Asquith asked 
permission to decline both honors, 


London, December 8.—Events today 
emphasized the fact that David Lloyd- 
George, the new premier, has split the 
liberal party into two factions. The 
new cabinet will command mote sup- 
port from the conservatives in parlia- 


The liberal conference today pledged 
itself to support the new government, 
but the old party leaders will occupy 
in the house of commons a place of 
friendly opposition and criticism. 

One reason advanced for the failure 
of Premier Asquith’s coalition govern- 
ment is that there was no strong op- 
position and criticism in parliament, 
because opposition was considered dis- 
loyalty to the nation.

CANDLER OPPOSES BONDS 


AND TAX RATE INGREASE 


Mayor-Elect Believes in Wise 
and Economical Expen- 
diture of Funds. 


Asa G. Candler, mayor-elect, who will 
be formally inaugurated January 1, and 
whose term of office is expected to 
prove a great benefit to Atlanta, is 
opposed to an increase in the tax rate 
or the flotation of any additional 
bonds. 

“I don’t feel that we have any right 
to force the city to carry any addi- 
tional debt by the flotation of bonds,” 
he stated Friday. “It will be my en- 
deavor to conduct the affairs of the 
city during the term of my adminis- 
tration on its present income. Either 
this must be done or some means found 
to cut down expenses. : 

“I shall go into office January 1 with 
the object in view of keeping the ex- 
penditures of the city within its present 
income and operating the departments 
on these funds, expending them wise- 
ly and economically.” 

Mr. Candler emphasizes his promises 
of the campaign and declared emphat- 
ically that he intends to carry them 
out fully. He expressed himself as be- 
ing opposed to any proposed change in 
the form of the city government at the 
present time. 

Hie points out that he desires to be 
the mayor for thé whole people and 
does not wish to antagonize any class 
of citizens. He recalled the election 
held some time ago, when a provosed 
change in the city government was 
placed before the people and they gave 
their decision against any change. 

Mr. Candler says that a careful study 
of the situation has convinced him that 
it is the method of conducting the city 
affairs and not the form of the govern- 
ment that counts. 

“I find the greatest asset the city 
has is her people. There are a whole 
lot of men in Atlanta smarter than I, 
and I don’t want to be looked upon as 
a superman endowed with marvelous 
power. I intend to be mayor for the 
people, and with their support Atlanta 
can be made an even greater city than 
at present.” 


HUMBLE PEANUT 
NOW RECOGNIZED 
AS MONEY-GETTER 


Albany, Ga., December 8.—(Special.) 
Perhaps not in the history of the de- 
velopment of agriculture in the south- 
western section of Georgia has there 
ever been given to any crop sudden rece 
ognition the like of which will be ac- 
corded the humble peanut in 1917. 

For years peanuts have been raised 
on southwest Georgia farms, but they 
have either been in small patches, usu- 
ally planted between the rows of other 
crops and gathered for family use, or 
in larger fields into which hogs have 
been turned for fattening. 

Attention was first called to the pos- 
sibilities of the peanut as a money crop 
when the boll weevil reached Georgia 
last year. Although the cotton crop of 
1915 was not materially interfered with 
in this state last year, farmers were 
impressed with the importance of be- 
in prepared to realize money from 
other crops than cotton in 1916, and 
there were rather extensive experi- 
ments with peanuts this year. 

A number of peanut oil mills were 
erected, and all are understood to have 
operated profitably, though not one 
was able to get as many peanuts to 
crush as were desired. The mill at 
Arlington, for example, built to crush 
peanuts exclusively, paid prices up to 
more than a dollar a bushel, but shut 
down when the farmers who still had 
peanuts refused to let them go for less 
than $1.25. 

Most of the cotton 
this part of the state have announced 
that they will have machinery for 
crushing peanuts installed before the 
1917 crop comes in, and farmers are 
preparing to plant thousands of acres 
of the new crop. In many communities 
they are able to sell the 1917 crop 
even now at prices representing good 
profit, though the average farmer is 
willing to take his chances with mar- 
ket conditions as they may happen to 
be next year. 

For some time past the price of cot- 
ton seed meal has been slightly higher 
than the price of peanut meal, but on 
the other hand peanut oil has command- 
ed a higher price than cotton seed oil. 
At no time is there expected to be any 
onsiderable difference between the two 
grades of meal.

THE COST OF LIVING. 

Evidence that speculation and manipula- 
tion are, to a great extent, back of the high 
cost of living has been brought to light 
through investigation now being conducted 
by the federal government. 

The problem of soaring prices is one that 
has been in serious doubt. Many causes 
have been assigned for it and wide differ- 
ence of opinion has prevailed as to the true 
one. Speculation has been suspected; but 
short of actual inquiry it has been impos- 
sible to assign this as a leading factor in 
‘the distress which rapidly-mounting food 
prices have brought about. 

But the government investigation has 
gone far enough not only to say that manip- 
ulation by individuals and by combinations 
is responsible in large degree for the ex- 
-traordinary prices of tood, but that in some 
instances, at least, this manipulation has 
been of a criminal character. 

This discovery, which comes with such 
positive announcement that we may accept 
it as unquestionable, is important not only 
as pointing a way to possible early remedy 
and relief, but as to taking proper and ade- 
quate precaution against recurrence. 

The government investigation is confin- 
ing itself chiefly to foodstuffs, although the 
coal situation, almost equally important, 
has been included. There is no reason 
whatever why the coal situation in the 
United States should be any different 
this year from it was last. We 
are dependent upon no other country for our 
coal supply; nor are high ocean transporta- 
tion rates in any way involved. The plain 
truth of it is somebody is making a great 
deal more money out of coal than they ever 
made before, and the public is footing the 
bills. 

Undoubtedly, similar conditions will be 
found in connection with the high prices of 
many food products. The war in Europe is 
no more of an excuse today for exorbitant 
prices and extortion than it was a year ago.

FARMERS WANT THE MONEY. 


If there was ever any doubt about the 
demand for, or the success of, a properly- 
planned rural credits measure it has been 
completely dissipated in the preliminary re- 
port of the farm loan board upon the re- 
quests made for loans well in advance of the 
establishment of the system upon a working 
basis. : 

Washington dispatches announcing this 
report show that 50,000 farmers have al- 
ready applied for mortgage loans aggregat- 
ing $150,000,000. This is more than seven- 
teen times the amount of money which will 
be immediately available for farm loans, 
even after the farm Ican banks have been 
organized and opened for business. . 

Doubtless many of these applications will 
be denied for one reason or another, and as 
opportunity offers and the money is ob- 
tained, other applications in excess of im- 
mediate resources will be granted and the 
loans made. 

It is a significant fact that the greatest 
number of applications have reached the 
board from the states of the south and west. 
These are the sections where possibility of 
and need for agricultural development are 
greatest. It is further evidence of the fact 
that there are thousands of farmers who are 
prepared to make part payment upon farms 
of their own, and who will thus cease to be 
tenants and renters. 

If any evidence were lacking in contradic- 
tion of the charge made while the rural 
credits bill was pending in congress that it 
would furnish no relief where relief was 
most needed, it is more than abundantly 
supplied in the numerous applications for 
loans, which have com= and are still coming 
far in advance of the organization of the 
farm loan banks. 

It may be true that the system will not 
reach to the improvident tenant who has 
laid by nothing and is unprepared to accept 
his share of the responsibility. But to the 
tenant or cropper who hag laid by some- 
thing there is offered opportunity to get a 
good farm of his own upon terms and condi- 
terms that will involve no hardship. The 
man with $500 may get himself a thousand 
dollar farm if he wishes, and pay off the 
debt upon it in ten or twenty years, as he 
chooses. For a small traction of the annual 
rent, particularly at the present price of 
products, he may pay off the debt and soon 
make the land his own. 

It may be the law is not yet perfect in its 
every detail, and that here and there it must 
be strengthened as the necessity for it is 
developed by practical experience. But of 
its prospective success, with more than 
50,000 farmers applyiny for loans before the 
banks have opened, there can be no doubt. 


TWO WOMEN OF GREECE. 


It is a somewhat remarkable fact that 
Greece, a country which has never known 
such a thing as agitation for woman suf- 
frage, should be influenced more by two 
women than by any of its male leaders, or, 
perhaps by all of them put together. 

While Grecian division between allies 
and Teutons, with both struggling for the 
mastery, is well known to newspaper read- 
ers, the majority of them are doubtless un- 
der the impression that Teutonic sentiment 
is represented in the leadership of the king 
and his advisers, and allied inclinations in 
that of former Minister Venizelos.

If Greece now reverses that policy, and goes 
over to the allies, it will be a result attrib- 
utable more largely to Madame Stephan- 
opoli, perhaps, than to any other single in- 
fluence. 

In these eritical times ministers, court 
officials and citizens look eagerly to The 
Messager, and through it Grecian senti- 
ment is made. Information about Madame 
Stephanopoli is that she is quite lacking in 
personal vanity, that her strongest senti- 
ment is love for her ceuntry, and that its 
future welfare constitutes the motive for 
her actions. In the king, queen and court, 
she sees enemies of Greece, and the influ- 
ence she wields through her pen is deeply 
dreaded about the throne. 

It has been somewhat a contest between 
the sceptre and the pen, both in the hands 
of woman; and if the sceptre first held the 
day, recent reports from Greece indicate 
that the ultimate victory of the pen is at 
hand. Wherever Greece goes, a woman wil! 
have played the leading part in the making 
of her current history.

Before the Atlanta Boy Scouts, in the as- 
sembly room of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce last evening, Allen D. Albert proved 


himself as adept at adviing boys on matters ; 


of deportment as he previously had proven 
himself to advise mayors and councilmen and 
other grown-up citizens on the right and the 
wrong ways to govern a city. 

Incidentally, during his half-hour speech 
to the boys, Mr. Albert paid a glowing tribute 
to Scout Executive A. A. Lameson and Scove 
Commissioner Bayne Gibson, saying: 

“T have studied the Boy Scout movement 
and worked in it over the entire American 
continent—in the United States, Canada and 
Mexico—but I never have been drawn to two 
men before as I have been here in Atlanta 
to your executive and your commissioner. 

He talked to the boys to considerable ex- 
tent about play, and emphasized the fact that 
our forefathers’ play came a great deal 
cheaper in dollars and cents than does that 
of the present-day boys, with baseball para- 
phernalia, footballs, bicycles, etc., all neces- 
sary adjuncts and all expensive. 

“But,” he said, “most of the enjoyments 
of life you'll find are independent of money. 
It is not what you have that gives you pleas- 
ure, but what you use and how you use it. 
You'll find that you'll get out of your play not 
what it cost yo, but what you make out of It 
and are willing to learn out of and 
through it.” 

Mr. Albert discussed briefly the poolroom 
and he spoke disparagingly of it—not because 
of any great harm that it does so much as 
because it does, he said, no good. 

“The poolrooms are not dens of vice, 
they are cauldrons of iniquity whose contents 
are strewn over the boys to contaminate 
their lives; boys are not dragged into them 
and spoiled. Their proprietors are not the 
sort of men to do thas, in the first place. But 
the main trouble with the poolroom is that 
its influence is purely negative—it is a 
mere cipher. Frequenters of them are wast- 
ing the time spent in them. Boys cannot af- 
ford to do that.” 

Following Mr. Albert's lecture, which pre- 
ceded his speech at the Wesleyan Memorial 
church, the boys gave competitive exhibition 
in “first aid’’ work, such as applying band- 
ages to wounds, emergency treatment of 
fractures, etc. ’ 

Mr. Albert will speak to the school teach- 
ers of the city from 1 to 2 o'clock this after- 
noon in Browning hall, Girls’ High school, 
his subject to be “The Child and the Drama.” 


LEADING ATLANTANS 
URGE PRESERVATION 
OF BATTLE PAINTING

Letters received recently by J. 0. Coch- 
ran, manager of parks, from General A. J. 
West and George A. Clayton, express encour- 
agement for the work being done by the 
park manager toward the erection of a new 
building for the cyclorama in Grant park. 

The letter from General West encloses 
one from W. J. Sanborn, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
and says in part, “If under your administra- 
tion the cyclorama !s preserved you will earn 
a monument for yourself.” 

The letter from Mr. Sanborn calls atten- 
tion to the communication recently published 
in The Constitution from Mr. Cochran and 
expresses a great deal of interest in the 
movement begun by the park manager. The 
letter states that Mr. Sanborn was in Atlanta 
some time ago and that he “would think a 
city of the size of Atlanta would without 
hesixancy realize the necessity of a fireproof 
building for the magnificent picture. Its 
condition is thoroughly discreditable to the 
people of Atlanta and the best city in the 
south.” 

The letter from Mr. Clayton states that 
some eighteen months ago the writer was 
employed by G. V. Gress to move the build- 
ing and picture from its then position on 
Edgewood avenue to its present place in 
Grant park. Mr. Gress had given the paint- 
ing *o the city. 

“Timbers forming the buttresses and sup- 
porting the roof were badly rotted. When 
the building was razed and the old lumber 
and painting hauled to the park it covered 
about two acres. The painting itself weigh- 
ed close to thirty thousand pounds awd 
broke two of the heavy wagons used to move 
it to the park. 

“Mr. Gress told me that council was going 
to pay for the building and | waited for some 
time, but finally he said that 1 was to go 
ahead with the work and that he would 
meet the cost. I used the old timbers, some 
of them very much decayed at the time. Il 
was given to. understand that it would be 
Only temporary. The foundation was of 
wooden block. This same building is in 
place today with its foundation rotted away. 
The buttresses were made of boards lami- 
nated together without any covering from the 
weather.” 

Manager Cochran has been promised the 
ce-operation and assistance in every way of 
a number of women’s clubs in the city when 
the matter is brought to the attention of the 
incoming council.

SIX ARE INDICTE 
IN THE WADE 


“Little Bit,” Young Dancing 

Girl, Held as Accessory 
After the Fact—tTrial on 
Monday, December 18. 


Americus, Ga., December 8.—A joint 
indictment against Dr. Charles K. 
Chapman, Warren I. Johnson, Charles 
K. Chapman, Jr., Walter Johnson, H. 
A. Harp and John Ethridge, charging 
them with the murder of Walter Wade, 
prominent farmer of Leslie, on August 
17, was returned early tonight by the 
grand jury which has been investigat- 
ing the case since Wednesday after- 
noon. 

Wade's body was found in the Flint 
river 11 days after his disappearance. 

It developed immediately after the 
indictments that Clara Oliver, better 
known as “Little Bit,” the young danc- 
ing girl arrested in Atlanta, is being 
held as accessory after the fact, ac- 
cording to counsel of the prosecution. 
It is reliably ‘said that the grand jury 
has not considered “Little Bit’s” con- 
nection with the case. 

The grand jury’s action caused wide 
comment and the news spread rapidly. 
Counsel for the state declared the 
prosecution was ready for trial, when 
seen by a newspaper man. Solicitor 
Jule Felton had nothing to say about 
the indictments. His only comment 
since the arrests was when questioned 
concerning the alleged alibi of War- 
ren I, Johnson, given by employees of 
the Central of Georgia railway, of 
which Johnson is special agent, that he 
would continue his efforts to secure 
indictments. 

Attorney Blalock, counsel! for several 
of the defendants, had no comment to 
make when he heard the news of the 
indictments. 

It is reliably reported.that the trial 
will begin on Monday, December 18, 
with Judge Z. A. Littlejohn presiding. 

The defendants will probably be 
tried separately.

Wilson Says Nation Is Turning 
Attention to Things That 
Affect,Rank and File. 


Washington, December 8.—Advocacy 
by President Wilson of a better “so- 
cial understanding” and a warning by 
President Samuel Gompers, of the 
Amerjcan Federation of Labor, against 
governmental regulation of the nor- 
mal activities and personal relation- 
ships of the people featured tonight's 
session of the conference on social in- 
surance here under the auspices of the 
International Association of Industrial 
Accident Board and Commissions. 

President Wilson declared the na- 
tion is turning its attention “more and 
more to those things which affect the 
daily life and fortunes of the rank 
and file” and is etting into closer 
touch with the daily lives of the men 
and women in it. 

Referring directly to the recently 
threatened nation-wide railroad strike, 
Mr. Gompers said that its discussion 
in congress had led to an effort to 
enforce. “conscription” on the work- 
ers. He mentioned the suggestion 
that strikes and lockouts be prohibited 
pending the outcome of an investiga- 
tion. 

“Giving governmental control over 
industrial relations gives great power 
to an unknown force,” continued Mr. 
Gompers. “I beg you to have a care 
in attempting to regulate the personal 
relationship and normal activities of 
the people. The people of the United 
States should hold their liberties in 
their own hands.” 

Mr. Gompers' opposed 
social insurance. 

Secretary Wilson, of the department 

of labor, discussed the progress of so- 
chal insurance and declared he helieved 
the next step should be © 
sions. George Pope, presi» 
National Association of *F .nufactur- 
ers, told of the efforts of manufactur- 
ing companies and organizations to 
Promote the welfare of their em- 
ployees and opposed too much govern- 
ment interference. Secretary Red- 
field, of the commerce department, 
presided. 

“We are living in an extremely in- 
teresting time,” said President Wil- 
son. “We have drifted away from 
purely political questions. We have, 
fortunately enough, ceased to make

IN PANAMA CANAL TOLLS 


Washington, wnt peng 8.—Possibili- 
ty of a recommendation for an increase 
in Panama canal tolls ig seen in a 
statement today of canal expenses and 
revenues for the year ended June 30. 
Expenses amounted to more than dou- 
ble the receipts of the canal proper, 
though if the revenues from the Pana- 
ma railroad are taken into considera- 
tion the excess of expenditures over 
revenues should be only 6.77 per cent, 
and had there been no slides during the 
year the revenues would have exceeded 
expenses. 

No allowance is made, however, for 
a depreciation and interest fund which 
would require $12,000,000 a year. Total 
expenses of the combined canal and 
railroad were $29,327,504, and the reve- 
nues were $27,339,888, or $1,987,615 less 
than the. expenses. 

The statement shows that the Suez 
canal, whose tonnage has been fall- 
ing off rapidly, increased its rate twice 
this year and a further increase is an- 
nounced for January l, which will 
make them $1.50 per ton for loaded, 
and $1.00 per ton for ballast ships. 
Panama tolls have remained at $1.20 
and 72 cents respectively.

During Present Year Claim- 
ed in Report of Burleson. 
Recommendations Made 
for Improvement of Service 


Washington, December 8.—Postmas- 
ter General Burleson’s annual report, 
issued today, declares there was a post- 
office department surplus of $5,200,000 
during the present year, and enumer- 
ates as among the year’s accomplish- 
ments improvement of the parcel post 
extension of city and rural deliveries 
and development of the postal savings 
system. + 

A surplus of $12,500,000 is shown, 
say's the report, for three years of the 
four the administration has been in 
office, and it calls attention to deficits 
under previous administrations, 

The department makes many recom- 
mendations for improvement of the 
service. Some of the most important 
are these: 

That early action be taken by con- 
gress declaring a government monop- 
oly over all utilities for the public 
transmission of intelligence, and that 
as ‘soon as possible the telephone and 
telegraph facilities of the United States 
be incorporated into the postal estab- 
lishment. 

That $390,000 be appropriated now 
for acquiring telegraph and telephone 
utilities in Alaska, Porto Rico and 
Hawaii. 

That second-class posta\ rates be re- 
vised to make second-classXmatter pay 
more of its share of transportation ex- 
pense, and that the one-cent rate be 
applied to all so-called drop letters. 

That public buildings erected for 
postoffice purposes be standardized and 
that their costs be commensurate with 
the needs of the service. 

That funds be expended in a number 
of large cities for buildings, not of 
ornamental design but designed to ac- 
commodate the postal service, before 


‘more money is ‘spent in smaller towns 


where buildings are not needed and 
cannot be justified. 

That changes be made in the present 
building policy, which imposes a fixed 
charge on the department that has 
grown burdensome. 

That the classified service be ex- 
tended to include the position of post- 
master at offices of the first, second 
and third classes. 

That the department be authorized to 
bond its employees so that the govern- 
ment may be protected more adequate- 
ly, and that relief may be afforded of- 
ficials and employees of the service.

to the prejudice of the allies. The 
police and so-called reservists asso- 
ciations were becoming centers of anti- 
allied propaganda and the enemy 
legations had become the agencies of 
an elaborate system of espionage. 
These dangers had to be averted and 
it was also necessary to ask the Greek 
government to hand over to the allies 
an equivalent amount of war material 
to that with which {t had furnished 
the central powers by the pre-arranged 
surrender of Fort Rupel and Kavala, 
This the king had spontaneously of- 
fered to hand over to the allies and 
when the obligation was not fulfilled 
the démand for the surrender of the 
materia: was the cause for the recent 
grave disturbances, 

“Allied troops were landed to en- 
force this demand, and, although a 
definite promise had been given by 
the king and government that order 
would be maintained and that the 
Greek royalist troops would in no case 
begin hostilities, the allied troops were 
treacherously attacked and suffered 
considerable losses. The royalists also 
took advantage of the situation to 
treat the adherents of M. Venizelos 
who are in the minority in Athens It- 
self, with the grossest brutality, of 
which particulars are now beginning 
to arrive. 

“The behavior of the royalist gov- 
ernment during the past week is the 
strongest justification of the attitude 
of the protecting powers toward 
Greece during past months.” 
TEUTON POWERS OFFER 
TO ASSIST GREEK KING. 

London, December 8—A dispatch 
from Switzerland as forwarded from 
Rome to the Wireless Press, says Ger- 
many and Austria have offered their 
services to Greece in opening land 
communications if Greece declares war 
on the entente. 

A Reuter dispatch from Athens, un- 
der date of Monday, December 4, says: 

“The Venizelist prisoners today were 
transferred from the parliament house, 
where they had been detained, to the 
Averhoff prison. They were led through 
the stadium streets tied in fours, and 
followed by a jeering crowd.”

Washington, December 8.—Home gar- 
dening by school children in a number 
of southern cities, under the direction 
of experts from the federal bureau of 
education, is helping to solve the high 
cost of living problem, says a state- 
ment issued tonight by the bureau. 
Reports just received from ¢hattanoo- 
ga, the statement said, showed that six 
school children made $100 or more 
from their home gardens the past sea- 
son; ten have made $50 or more; filty 
$25 or more, and 100 others have clear- 
ed at least $10 each. 

Among the other cities in which the 
bureau’s plan in operation are At- 
lanta, Augusta, Morristown, Tenn., 
Johnson City, Tenn., Asheville, Char- 
lotte, Raleigh and Lexington, N. C. 

“That the children in Chattanooga 
are scientific gardeners,” the _ state- 
ment said, “is indicated by the fact 
that 350 of those engaged in the sum- 
mer work are busy making compost 
heaps in approved gardening style and 
sixty are managing semi-hot beds.

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BUSINESS OF THE CHURCH 
TOFOSTER SOCIAL UNREST 


Stelzle Tells Federal Council. 
No Progress Without 
Unrest. 


St. Louls, Mo., December 8.—The Rev.’ 
Charles Stelzle, field secretary of the 
federal council of churches in Ameri- 
ca, at a mass meeting held here today 
in connection with the quadrennial 
convention, declared it is the business 
of the church to develop social unrest 
because “without social unrest there 
can be no real progress.” 

“One need not go far back into the 
history of the church to. find duplicat- 
ed practically everything that we de- 
plore in organized labor, @ven down 
to the boycotting and the plugging,” 
said the speaker. “A great reform 
movement must pass through its pe- 
riod of hysteria. This applies to the 
labor movement just as it has applied 
to the church. 

“No doubt we are justified In de- 
nouncing the labor union for whatever 
lawlessness may be practiced by it, 
but we must give the labor movement 
credit for the good things that it ac- 
‘complished. We must also give the 
‘Doss’ a@ square deal. He is not re- 
sponsible for present economic condi- 
_ any more than the working man 
8. 

“The church has no more right to 
ram socialism down the throat of the 
philosophical anarchist than it has to 
ram pllosophic anarchy down the 
throat of the unwilling socialist, but 


the church must be big enough to in-| 


clude all those who accept the purpose 
of Jesus no matter what their eco- 
nomic beliefs may be.” 

A threat of the Southern Presby- 
terian church to ‘withdraw from the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
was presented when Rev. W. S. Jacobs, 
of Houston, Texas, introduced a me- 
morial from the General Assembly of 
the Southern church. 

This states that the activities of the 
federal council in international mat- 
ters and in social reform were incon- 
sistent with the object of the federa- 
tion and subversive of the principle 
of separation of church and state. 

In presenting the memorial Mr. Ja- 
cobs said the action of the § federal 
council in political and social matters 
“placed a stick in the hands of the 
Roman Catholic church to use on the 
head of protestantism.”’ 

The council adopted a resolution de- 
claring that there was no conflict be- 
tween the declared purposes of the 
church federation and its activities in 
behalf of social reform and that the 
memorial from the southern church 
was based on a misconception. The 
president was authorized to appoint a 
committee to attend the next general 
assembly of the southern church and 
explain the council’s attitude. 

Gifford Pinchot, chairman of the com- 
mission on church and country life, in 
reporting the results of a survey of 
rural churches in Ohio, said the 
churches in the country ordinarily com- 
pete rather than co-operate. 

The Rev. Harry F. Ward, head of 
the social service department of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, declared in 
an address tonight that the church 
must make the nation understand the 
religious necessity for the shorter work 
day. “For the workers a shorter work 
day means a chance to really live,” he 
declared,

ON ANTI-STRIKE MEASURE 


Hope to Draft Bill That Will 
Suit Followers, Employers 
and the Administration. 


Washington, December &.—Congres- 
sional action on President Wilson's 
railway legislation program probably 
will await the result of determined ef- 
forts of labor leaders to draft a sub- 
stitute for all forms of compulsory ar- 
bitration, a plan for dealing with 
strikes, actual and threatened, which 
will be agreeable to their followers, 
employers and the administration. 

The determination of the president to 
undertake making impossible by law 
such a situation as he faced last Sep- 
tember in the railroad dispute has 
aroused all branches of labor to the 
greatest activity. The unofficial -alli- 
ance between the American Federation 
of Labor and the four railway broth- 
erhoods arranged recently at Baltimore 
for the purpose, among other things, 
of opposing “‘dangerous” legislation, is 
bearing its first fruit In conferences 
between representatives of both organ- 
izations for the purpose of drafting a 
plan that will shelve all compulsory 
arbitration bills. 

Congressional leaders, aware of this 
activity, are inclined to go slowly on 
the president’s. program pending an-

All of the proposals, it was 
agreed today b®tween senate leaders 
and Representative Adamson, chairman 
of the house interstate and foreign 
commerce committee, will be offered as 
amendments to a house bill now be- 
fore the senate. ‘ This mea'’sure would 
provide for an additional member of 
the interstate commerce commission 
and amendment of it to meet the vari- 
ous features of the president’s pro- 
gram would be comparatively simple in 
comparison with introducing geveral 
separate measures.

The 
senate interstate and foreign commerce

A saving is 
anticipated in the recommendation to 
hire four chauffeurs to drive the 
patrol wagons in the place of higher- 
salaried policemen, who would be re- 
leased for police duty. 

Of course the $325,000 budget does 
not include the special appropriation 
for remodeling police barracks. It 
has not been estimated what this cost 
would ‘be, but bids on the work wil} 
probably be made before the first of 
the year.
